1 . PARTIALLY SEPARATE SCHEDULE SHOULD BE PREPARED AND 
TRANSMITTED SOONEST FOR UNDER SECRETARY CASEY EOR 
SECRETARY' S LA TRIP. 

2. EMBASSIES MAY USE TIMES SCHEDULED FOR SECRETARY' S 
MEETINGS WITH CHIEF OF STATE, FONMIN, OR PRIVATE GROUPS 
FOR THIS PURPOSE, AS SEEMS MOST APPROPRIATE. 

3. UNDER SECRETARY WILL WISH TO DISCUSS MULTILATERAL 
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TRADE NEGOTIATION ISSUES, COMMERCIAL RELATIONS, INVEST- 
MENT, AND COMPREHENSIVE APPROACH TOWARD ECONOMIC DEVELOP- 
MENT WHICH SECRETARY HAS ASKED HIM TO DEVELOP. WE WOULD 
HAVE IN MIND APPROPRIATE MEETINGS WITH ECONOMIC AND EIN- 
ANCE MINISTERS AND LEADING ECONOMIC OEEICIALS IN EONOFE. 

4. HE ALSO WILL WISH TO DISCUSS DEVELOPMENT POLICY AND 
COMMERCIAL SUPPORT WORK WITH APPROPRIATE ECONOMIC, 
COMMERCIAL AND AID OFFICERS IN EMBASSY. 

5. PLEASE TRANSMIT YOUR RECOMMENDATIONS SOONEST. YOU MAY 
CONSULT GOVT BUT SHOULD NOT MAKE COMMITMENTS UNTIL WE HAVE 
HAD OPPORTUNITY TO REVIEW SUGGESTED SCHEDUEE.

LINKS THERE SHOULD BE MORE INSTRUCTIONS FOR BOTH FIELD 
STAFFS; DIALOGUE MUST CONTINUE AND BOTH ORGANIZATIONS MUST 
ENCOURAGE COUNTRIES TO UTILIZE STUDIES WHICH HAVE BEEN MADE. 

6. MR. BATTEL OF THE UNDP SPOKE REGARDING THAT AGENCY' S 
VIEWS ON COUNTRY PROGRAMMING. HE SAID THAT UNDP' S 
RELATIONSHIP WITH UNICEF IS DIFFERENT THAN WITH OTHER 
ORGANIZATIONS, SUCH AS FAO, BECAUSE UNICEF IS NOT AN 
EXECUTING AGENCY. UNICEF ALSO HAS A CONSTITUENCY- CHILDREN. 

UNDP DEALS WITH THE TOTAL POPULATION. BUT IN WORKING 

FOR THE BENEFIT OF CHILDREN, UNICEF IS INVOLVED IN ALL 
AREAS OF DEVELOPMENT; THEREFORE, THERE MUST BE COORDINATION 
BETWEEN UNICEF AND UNDP. THE SPEAKER URGED THAT UNICEF 
NOT LOSE ITS INNOVATIVE APPROACH IN WORKING IN THE COUNTRY 
PROGRAMMING EXERCISE WITH OTHER UN AGENCIES. 

7. THE UK DEL ENCOURAGED COUNTRY PROGRAMMING BUT SUGGESTED 
THAT ALL MULTILATERAL AND BILATERAL AGENCIES BE INVOLVED. 

8. THE SWEDISH DEL EXPRESSED THE BELIEF THAT THE CURRENT 
PROBLEMS IN COUNTRY PROGRAMMING WERE ADMINISTRATIVE AND TO 
SOME DEGREE COORDINATION. HIS DEL APPROVED OF THE GUIDELINES 
BEING DRAFTED BY UNICEF AND UNDP ON COUNTRY PROGRAMMING. 

9. NORWAY RECOMMENDED THAT ALL AGENCIES WORKING IN DEVELOPMENT 
PROGRAMS IN A COUNTRY HAVE THE SAME PRIORITIES. THE DEL ALSO 
SUGGESTED MORE ATTENTION BE PAID TO MINISTERS OF PLANNING TO 
MOBILIZE THE RESOURCES, WHICH THEY HAVE AVAILABLE, IN ORDERLY 
FASHION. 

10. IN RESPONDING TO STATEMENTS, THE SECT NOTED THAT THERE 

WERE AREAS WHERE IMPROVEMENT WAS NEEDED. ATTEMPTS TO MAKE SUCH 
IMPROVEMENTS WOULD BE UNDERTAKEN. HE EXPRESSED THE HOPE THAT 
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SOME DEGREE COORDINATION. HIS DEL APPROVED OF THE GUIDELINES 
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
